We come tonight to ask with you the 
question which the ancient sage,in his 
sutiering, perplexity and 
discourage- 
ment propounded. 
"What

profit if we pray untoGody" 


Job was not the first to ask this ques- 
tion, 
Adam asked it, Abel asked it. 
Every 
rational 
intelligence 
since 
who has 
become conscious of 
his 
own limitations and yet filled with a 
burning desire 
to acconiplish some 
great work having 
tried and tried 
again, he too. has asked, "What shall 
it profit?" 


Were you to go out on the street and 
ask the first man you meet, "What do 
you think of prayer?" he would per- 
haps answer something like this. 
"I 
never think of prayiug. 
Vou might 
just as well blow at the sun with your 
mouth on a hot day to cool it otT and 
thus lower the temperature as to pray. 
You might just as well ask this earth 
to let go her gravitation grip on the 
moon as to pray. 
Vou might just as 
well ask the inllowing tide to recede 
as to oiler petitions. 
I do not believe 
at all in prayer. 1 never pray. 
You 
might just as well save your breath. In 
the lirst place there is no rational om- 
nipotent iKjwer over all to hear. 
And 
f there were do you suppose he would 
listen to such blind worms of the dust 
as you and ail of us?" 


Suppose you stopped the second man 
you met and propounded tne same ques- 
tion to him. 
He perhap.-» would an- 
swer, "I believe there is what might 
be termed a power working in the uni- 
verse, 1 would not deny tlie assertion 
that it it semi-conscious, but it is cer- 
tainly not omnipotent and doe.s not fow- 
dle human babes and pet them when 
cross, it does not pay any attention to 
man's crying and kicking against the 
fatalities. No there i.s not any etlicacy 
in prayer. \'ou might better save your 
strength for work. 
If i desire any- 
tliing I tiU'kle it myself. 
If 1 know i 
am not able to accomjiUhh it myself 1 
ask my neighbor lo helj) me. If togeth- 
er we cannot do it then 1 give it up. 
There is no profit in asking (Jod, our 
Father to take a hand in our baby 
tricks." 


The third person you mot might per- 
haps answer your inquiry thus. 
"1 be- 
lieve there is an intelligent omui|H>- 
tent supreme, but he has 
so well 
planned causes and arranged efiects 
that you and I cannot improve on his 
plans, yet I hold that prayer is efilca- 
cious. 
It does not, however, change 
hih arrangement. 
It simply helps to 
bring us into harmony with nis plan in- 
steau of infiuencing him to change it 
and accept ours. 
Yes, m-ayer has its 
eliects and they are good, but they are 
only rellex on the person who prays 
not objet'tive, causing CJod to do any 
thing for the petitioner which he would 
not have done if the prayer had not 
been ollered. 
Yes, I believe in {miyer, 
it helps me to come into more perfect 
harmony with God. This U the higli- 
est relation I can sustain and brings 
with it the richest blessings lean ex- 
pect in this life." 


Perhaps the fourth person you met 
would answer your intjuiry. "Ves, I be- 
lieve prayer is etiicueious in bringing 
either the" very thing for which we ask 
or something better."

From the year 1858 to that of 1867 
there were no less than seven British, 
French, German and American ernisers 
constantly cruising in the waters of the 
China and Java seas after pirates. Dur­ 
ing this time over 100 piratical craft 
were captured, a dozen or 15 strong­ 
holds broken up and at least 2,000 
** black flags” were killed offhand or 
sent ashore to be hung. The cruisers 
thought they had finished their work, 
but in 1869 several traders wiiich had 
been fitted out at Bantam, Batavia and 
Singapore were overhauled by pirates 
and their crews butchered. When we 
arrived at Singapore in 1870 in the 
British gun brig Vixen, a nest of pi­ 
rates had been located on one of the is­ 
lands off the west coast of Java, and we 
had orders to proceed to the spot and 
clean them out. We overhauled our 
armament, took in a lot of ammunition 
and strengthened our crew by 14 men 
before sailing. These men were drafted 
out of a crew belonging to a man-of- 
war which had been wrecked on the 
Malay coast, and all were bid hands. 
The captain got his bearings from some 
source unknown to us, and when we 
left Singapore the brig was headed to 
the east. We jogged along down the 
coast of Sumatra for a week without 
any uuusual incident, and though we 
spoke a score of craft none of them had 
any information about the pirate. The 
crew had begun to ridicule the idea 
when something occurred to open our 
eyes very wide. 


One morning, about an hour after 
daylight, we came up with a Dutch 
trader, which was taking care of her­ 
self. All her sails had been cut away, 
ropes were flying in every direction, 
and she was so low in the water that 
we wondered why she didn’t go down. 
When a boat pulled off to her, it was to 
find the captain mortally wounded and 
his wife and two sailors, stiff and dead 
and horribly mutilated, on the deck be­ 
side him. We got him off, but had no 
time to givo the bodies burial before 
the little craft went down. The captain 
was a man about 40 years of age, and, 
though hardly alive when we found 
him, he rallied enough to tell his story. 


The trader had been trafficking along 
the Juva coast and had finally completed 
his cargo and headed for Singapore. 
Just at sunset on the previous evening 
ho had been overhauled by a native 
craft, carrying about 40 men. He was 
thon ubout ten miles off the coast and 
about five miles south of an island 
known us Queen’s Bower. Ho had no 
suspicinu whatever of the natives, and 
the firsc thing he knew they boarded his 
craft and began to cut and slash. When 
they had finished the crew, they began 
to plunder and strip the vessel and were 
with her until midnight. Before leaving 
they bored her full of holes, and we had 
reached her just in time to rescue the 
captain. The first craft was joined by 
two others later on, and the three car­ 
ried at least 100 desperate fellows. The 
captain heard and understood enough to 
satisfy him that they were an organized 
gang of pirates and that they were also 
well equipped for their bloody business. 


The inland mentioned was not over 
30 miles away, and as the Java sea was 
and is a great highway it did not seem 
possible that men would take such a 
risk as those pirates had. The trader 
said that no less than three friendly 
sails were in sight when ho was at­ 
tacked, but all too far away to signal, 
even if ho had been warned in time to 
do something. Owing to the shoals sur­ 
rounding the island our craft could not 
approach near enough to use her guns 
and shell tho fellows out, and we were 
not strong enough to land from our 
bouts and deal with them. The sight of 
an armed vessel nosing around would 
put tho pirates on their guard, and so 
it was resolved to play them a Yankee 
trick. 
We ran into a bay on the coast 
and set to work. 


You are probably aware of tho fact 
that an English man-of-war, no matter 
how large or how small, is a pattern of 
neatness and regulation, and the out of 
her sails will alone establish her identi­ 
ty while her hull is yet below the wa­ 
ter line. Wo had therefore to undo and 
overhaul a great deal. We put every­ 
thing in seeming confusion aloft, dis­ 
guised her bull as much as possible, and 
when we left the bay the Shark had the 
look of a merchantman which had been 
through a typhoon and was too short 
handed to make repairs. Tlie Dutch cap 
tain dit d on the day after we found 
hiiu, and his last svords were a prayer 
iluit we might tail iu with and punish 
th ' pirates.

make an investigation. Onr captain 
hailed them, and they replied with 
gestures to signify that they would re­ 
turn to the shore for help. They evi­ 
dently took us for what we pretended 
to be, and we were piped to breakfast 
feeling that our ruse would succeed. 


About 8 o’clock, with the wind 
breezing up lively, three native sail 
craft put out for us. A man aloft with 
a glass reported that each craft was 
crowded with natives, and it was now 
our plan to weigh anchor and make a 
little sail and pretend to be standing 
away from them as if alarmed. The ob­ 
ject was to draw them as far away 
from shore as possible, and we had 
added a mile or more to the distance 
when the foremost boat came within 
hail. She hadn’t a gun of any sort iu 
sight, but she had 48 desperate looking 
villains in plain view aud every one of 
them had a cutlass and pistol. While 
her captain was hailing us in a lan­ 
guage no one could understand she was 
slowly edging along down our starboard 
quarter. At the same time a second 
craft was drawing ahead on the port 
side, and the third kept in our wake. 


Only seven or eight men were in sight 
on our decks, aud the natives seemed to 
have no suspicion of a trick. The breeze 
was a little bit too strong for their 
maneuvering at first, but after we were 
about six miles off shore the two sud­ 
denly closed in to board us. Our cap­ 
tain had been closely watching them 
and waiting for this move, and of a 
sudden the drum beat to quarters and 
our decks were alive with men. 


I was captain of No. 3 gun crew and 
iiad the honor of firing the first shot, 
t w^as a solid ball, and it struck the 
craft on her port bow' and went clean 
through her and dropped into the sea 
ieyond. This opened the fight. Tho na­ 
tives instantly realized that they had 
caught a tartar, aud they saw, too, that 
their only means of escape iay in cap­ 
turing the ship. Therefore, instead of 
running aw’ay, as wo had looked for, 
each craft bore down on us to board. 
They were handled as easily as an In­ 
dian maneuvers a canoe, and it wasn’t 
five minutes after tho first gun was fired 
ere they were on our quarters like 
wolves seeking to hamstring a deer. 1 
fired another solid shot and then loaded 
with grape, and this last charge was 
fired right into a mass of natives wait­ 
ing to clamber up tho side. Tho gun 
next to me fired a solid shot, which 
tore through her bottom, and tw’o min­ 
utes later she foundered right along.side 
of us. The second craft got near enough 
to grapple, but the irons were thrown 
off and two guns played solid shot into 
jor hull until she \venc down stern fore­ 
most, leaving 80 men struggling in the 
waves. 


Tho third craft had forged ahead, 
sailing five feet to our one, and would 
have boarded us at the bows but for tho 
sudden destruction of the others. Their 
fate frightened her off, but she had 
scarcely laid her head for the island 
than it was brought arouud, as if her 
crew had made some desperate resolve. 
Now occurred a curious thing. She had 
about 30 men on board, and she came 
down on us with every one of them 
shouting aud screaming aud tried to lay 
us aboard. We could have sunk her 
with one gun even, or we could have 
picked off the whole crew with our 
muskets before they had crossed the 
rail. Word was passed to give her a 
full broadside at command, aud W'heu 
the smoko cleared away she was not 
to be seen. There wore over 20 of the 
pirates hanging to the w’reckage around 
us, however, and a boat was lowered to 
pick them up. You can judge of their 
desj^ration when I tell you that every 
one of them fought' like a tiger against 
being rescued and that we got ouly five 
out of the lot. The others we had to 
kill a^ they fioated about, with the 
sharks snapping at them. Two of the 
five leaped out of the boat after being 
pulled in and were seen no more, aud 
the others gave us so much trouble that 
the captain swung them up to the yard 
arm. 


Thus not one single roan of tho 100 
or more w'ho came out to attack us es 
caped with his life. I w’as in one of the 
l)oats aftei-waid sent ashore to see what 
sort of a lair tbe pirates had made for 
themselves. 
The only human beings 
ashore wore an old native w'oman, a one 
armed Japanese aud a white boy about 
14 years of age. The boy was off an 
English trader captured a year before 
and had been held prisoner ever since. 
He said there were lOT men in the gang, 
and we found enough plunder 6u the 
iilaud to load our ship.

A Ib»:itler «nd a M exican Afloat on m 
i*lank For Uoum . 


‘I have heard of many men being 
placed in odd predicaments,” remark id 
Captain Jenkins, “ but one of the most 
peculiar situations that ever befell an 
individual was assuredly that of an ig­ 
norant Mexican a good many years ago 
near Iiidianola, Tex., at the time the 
town was so nearly destroyed by a trop­ 
ical hurricane or cyclone.

Sherman then went on to talk about 
his famous * * bummers, ’ ’ saying ; * ‘ They 
are not stragglers or mere self constituted 
foragers, as many have been led to sup­ 
pose, but they are organized for a very 
useful purpose from the adventurous 
spirits who are always found iu the 
ranks. 
They serve as ‘feelers,’ who 
keep in advance and on the flanks of the 
main columns, spy out the laud and 
discover where the best supplies are to 
tx) foimd. They are indispensable in 
feeding troops when compelled, like my 
army, to live off the country and in de­ 
stroying the enemy’s communications. 
The bummers are in fact a regular in­ 
stitution. I was amused at what one of 
Schofield’s offlcers told me at Goldsboro. 
He said Scholield’s army was maintain­ 
ing a telegraph line to keep up commu­ 
nication with the seacoast, and that one 
of my men, who was a little more ‘pre­ 
vious’ than the rest and was far in ad­ 
vance of my army, was seen up a tele­ 
graph pole hacking away at the wire 
with a hatchet. The oflicer yelled out 
to him: ‘What are you doing there?

The Trade In Jevf’» Harps. 


The cheapest jew’s harps come from 
Germany and Austria, the medium and 
finer grades from England, and the very 
finest are now made in this country. 
Of the total production, two-thirds or 
more are made in England. Jew’s harps 
are made in standard sizes, ranging in 
length from an inch and a quarter to 
four inches. They are occasionally made 
to order larger than that, but a four 
inch Jew’s harp is a good deal of a jew’s 
harp, and it may havo a very musical 
tone. There are cheap jcAV’s harps which 
are sold at retail for a cent. A four inch 
imported jew’s harp retails for a qiiarter 
of a dollar. An American jowl’s harp of 
this size sells for 50 cents. Its iron 
frame, or harp, is tinned, and its steel 
tongue is tipped w’ith brass. 


Besides being made of many sizes, 
jew’s harps are made with the harp iiai’t 
of various ornamental de signs. Jew ’s 
harps are not tuned to a key, but harps 
of a desired key may bo found. Com­ 
mercially jew'’s harps rank not as music­ 
al instruments, but as toys. Many jew^’s 
harps are, how^ever, used as musical in­ 
struments and are played upon by men, 
and not infrequently iu conjunction 
with musical Instruments. Jo\v’s harps 
are sold more or less throughout the 
coi^ptry. Many are sold in mining re­ 
gions of the south and W’est and w’her- 
ever Hungarian and like labor is em­ 
ployed. In such pl-.u t'S it is not unusual 
to find a man playing a jew’’s harp while 
others play accordions and so on. 


The total sales of jew’s harps in this 
country are not so largo as they former 
ly were.—New York Sun.

The Itaiiquefl. 


The Basques, or Euskaldmiak, as tlu y 
call themselves, on account of tlui prim­ 
itive character of their in.stitutions, 
blit more particularly because of the 
arcbaic features of their language, have 
long attracted the attention of ethnolo­ 
gists. Few writtirs on European travi 1 
have been able to keep their hands off 
this interesting iieople. Owing to the 
difllculty of obtaining infornuitiou from 
the original Busijuo simrcos a wide 
range of speculation has been offered 
for cultivation. Interest for a long time 
nminly centered in the language ; the 
phynical characteristics were largely 
neglected. The last ten years have, 
how’ever, witnessed a remarkable change 
in this respect.

A« a consequence 
this people has within a decade emerged 
from the hazy domain of romance into 
the clear light of scientiilc knowledge. 
Much yet remains to bo accomplished, 
but enough is definitely know'n to %var 
rant nuiny conclusious both as to their 
physical origin and ethnio afllnities.—
